The 
total number of volumee o! fiction 
loaned to adults wse 19,887; of non¬ 
fiction, 7,148, making tbe adult fiction 
per cent. 73.,/ Since December, 1904, 
restriction ah to number of works of 
non-fietloo allowed on a card bas been 
removed. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The total number uf subscribers to 
tbe library at the end of September 80, 
1905, was 573, t. gain of 29 over last 
year. No record is kept of non-sub- 
eorlbera who use tbe reading rooms.

5tb. I favor the retention of comps* 
teut ’iDeQ la oAoe, and believe that offlee- 
botdera should nut be obliged to pay 
campaign assessments for tbs ptKpoee of 
retaining tbeir positions. Officeholder 
should be responsible tor their oondugt 
in office to the people. 

6th. I am opposed to having the 
chairman appoint an advisory commit 
tee composed of men other than those 
elected by tbe people, without tba ooa- 
ourrenoe of tbe elected members to iik 
oosnty committee.
